Canal Winchester Human Services provides a free Transporta-

tion Program for Canal Winchester School District Residents who 

are over age 60. This program is administered from the food pan-

try. Call 834-4700 to make your appointment.  

To participate, new clients must fill out a client information sheet. 

Transportation service is curb to curb. If you need assistance, 

someone must accompany you. Transportation for medical ap-

pointments must be within Franklin County, or no more than 

twenty miles from 80 Covenant Way if in Fairfield County.         

Appointments must be scheduled at least 2 working days in 

advance and appointments must be between 9am and 2pm.
